During the Program 


Students will: 
o Take notes about the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
o Learn about the Mission/Vision/Values of the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
o Learn the historical reasons why the Pro Football Hall of Fame is located in 
Canton, Ohio. 
o Discuss details on how the Hall of Fame has expanded over the years. 
Learn more details about the Hall of Fame’s selection process. 
o Complete the History of the Hall of Fame and Selection Process worksheet 
provided (pages 4-5). Students can use this information during their post- 
program activity.

After the Program 


Students can write a letter for an eligible player, coach or contributor stating why 
they feel this person should be Enshrined into the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
Students should demonstrate in that letter an understanding of the history of the 
Hall of Fame and the legacy of those Enshrined. 

Students can use qualitative and/or quantitative information to support their case as 
to why their selected person should be in the Hall of Fame. 

Students can submit their chosen player, coach or contributor who has been 
connected with pro football simply by writing to the Pro Football Hall of Fame. The 
only restriction is that a player and coach must have been retired at least five years 
before he can be considered. There is no mandatory retirement period for a 
contributor before he may be considered. Every nomination of an eligible candidate 
received will be processed and forwarded to the Hall of Fame’s Selection Committee.
